Claims 1 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claiml-18 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,458,810. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because they differ only in that the recited 
claims are drawn to a substantially diastereomerically and enantiomerically pure 
compound that is otherwise the same compound as in the Muller et al patent. A 
stereoisomer is not patentable over its known racemic mixture unless it possesses 
unexpected properties not possessed by the racemic mixture. In re Anthony * 162 
USPQ 594, 596 (1969) and InreAdamson , 125 USPQ 233, 234 (1960).
